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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that because the glass element 21 does not have an aperture that is an open space of a specified size formed, claim 1 is 
not anticipated by Katayama. 

The examiner cannot concur because the examiner s not relying on the element 21 to show the feature of the aperture formed in "a 

substrate". As explained in the office action mailed 11/29/2008, Katayama discloses that the aperture (2b) or circular slot is in a "substrate" 

formed by the shaped "substrates" (22, 23) by etching or deposition. 

Applicant argues that the element 23 of Katayama is a "superstratum", not a substrate. 

However, Applicant did not specified why element 23 or 22 cannot be "substrates". 

As far as the examiner can tell for the claim interpretation "a substrate", which is NOT defined in the claim or the Applicant has designated 
a special meaning in the specification, the general and broadest and reasonable interpretation and in the material science is merely a 
material in which a process is conducted or a substance acted upon. And in this case either elements 22 and 23 are in fact material in 
which a process of etching is conducted to form the aperture claimed. 
Hence, Katayama anticipates the claimed invention. 

Applicant argues that the aperture limiting element of Katayama is incapable of performing the functions of the present invention as set 
forth at page 4, lines 2-7 of the specification. 

First, in response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 
26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

It should be emphasized that the CLAIMED aperture limiting element must be structurally distinguishable from the prior art. In this case the 
aperture limiting element as claimed does not distinguish from the prior art (Katayama).. 
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
